lommencement  1975  had  more  of  a  personal  touch 
than  usual. 

To  the  usual  mixture  of  joy,  solemnity  and  nostalgia 
this  year's  departing  seniors  added  a  touching  tribute  to 
critically  ill  classmate  Walter  P.  Davis  of  Hollywood,  Fla. 
They  dedicated  the  Commencement  exercises  to  him  "whose 
faith  and  courage  we  admire." 

Then,  they  listened  to  the  closing  address  by  Dr.  Joseph 
M.  Gettys  who  had  taught  many  of  them  and  befriended 
others  before  retiring  last  year  as  professor  emeritus  of 
religion. 

The  95th  Commencement  on  May  11  produced  187 
graduates,  one  short  of  last  year's  record  188.  Sixty-seven 
women  and  120  men  received  their  baccalaureate  degrees. 
Two  new  records  did  go  into  the  book  this  year:  the  total 
45  who  were  graduated  with  honors  and  the  three  men  who 
tied  for  the  valedictory  award  with  perfect  straight-A  aver- 
ages for  the  four  years  of  study.  This  4.00  trio:  Benjamin 
W.  Brannon  III  of  Bethune,  Randall  A.  Constantine  of 
Doraville,  Ga.,  and  Curtis  G.  Tribble  of  Columbia. 

Constantine  also  collected  the  Miller  Award  for  the 
best  average  by  an  athlete.  William  B.  Wade,  Jr.  of  Colum- 
bia received  the  "outstanding  senior"  award.  The  other 
student  awards  were:  Pi  Kappa  Phi  Cup  for  top  academic 
average  among  freshmen  males  —  Bradford  A.  Durham 
of  Columbia;  Cardinal  Key  Award  for  top  woman  fresh- 
man —  Jane  A.  Thomas  of  Stone  Mountain,  Ga.;  Hay 
Bible  Medal  —  William  W.  Hames  of  Union;  and  Fraser 
Bible  Medal  —  Lucy  Graybill  of  Columbia.  Five  graduating 
ROTC  cadets  received  Army  reserve  commissions. 

Dr.  Gettys  said  in  his  address  that  education  must  help 


develop  moral  and  spiritual  integrity  or  "we  may  send  our 
civilization  down  the  drain  through  neglect  of  the  conscience 
more  certainly  than  by  nuclear  explosion."  He  added: 

"There  is  a  sense  in  which  every  graduating  class  moves 
out  into  a  world  of  crisis.  Yet  there  is  a  special  urgency 
about  the  present  ethical  crisis.  We  may  wait  too  long  to 
recognize  it  .  .  .  We  need  to  bring  thinking  in  every  field 
of  knowledge  into  a  context  and  an  atmosphere  which 
educates  the  whole  person  and  not  just  a  mind  which  has 
no  moral  rootage  of  faith  by  which  to  make  necessary  ethical 
decisions." 

Dr.  Gettys  received  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree, 
as  did  the  program's  baccalaureate  preacher,  the  Rev.  Wilson 
L.  Nearing,  Jr.,  minister  of  the  Thomasville  (Ga.)  Presby- 
terian Church.  James  A.  Chapman,  Jr.,  president  of  Inman 
Mills,  was  awarded  a  doctor  of  humanities;  and  Estellene 
P.  Walker,  chief  librarian  of  the  South  Carolina  State 
Library,  a  doctor  of  literature. 

In  addition  to  the  three  top-honor  graduates,  ten  others 
finished  summa  cum  laude  with  four-year  averages  of  at 
least  3.75:  James  K.  Anderson  and  John  N.  Walker,  both 
of  Greenville;  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Sue  Constantine  of  Tucker, 
Ga.;  William  C.  Donaldson  of  Hartsville;  Randy  S.  Herd 
of  Spartanburg;  Nina  Lee  Hestir  of  Austin,  Tex.;  Marie  G. 
Huff  of  Simpsonville;  Don  R.  Pearson,  Jr.,  of  Maryville, 
Tenn.;  Jane  M.  Tucker  of  Cross  Hill;  and  Mildred  A.  What- 
ley  of  LaGrange,  Ga. 

The  full  day  of  activity  was  presided  over  by  President 
Marc  C.  Weersing,  assisted  by  Trustee  Chairman  J.  Austin 
Dilbeck  of  Atlanta.  Friends  and  families  of  the  graduates 
formed  a  crowd  which  overflowed  Belk  Auditorium.

Two   Fond   Dedications 
Of  Library   Facilities 


A  Versatile  Learning  Center  to  Honor  Wilson 


Words  of  appreciation  from  Gene  and  Martha  Wilson 
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In  a  strong  show  of  esteem  for  their  former  minister,  60 
members  of  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  came 
to  the  campus  for  the  May  10  dedication  of  the  Eugene 
T.  Wilson  Learning  Center  in  the  Thomason  Library.  They 
represented  the  congregation  which  is  helping  to  under- 
write the  cost  of  the  Center. 

It  was  a  warm,  personal  occasion  honoring  this  1925 
Presbyterian  College  graduate  who  served  as  Peachtree 
minister  for  30  years  (1936-66)  and  as  a  PC  trustee  for 
nine  years.  The  occasion  also  honored  wife  Martha  Johnson 
Wilson. 

After  an  address  by  Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  current 
Peachtree  minister  and  also  a  PC  alumnus,  Elder  John  C. 
Spencer  formally  presented  the  Center  to  the  College.  Spencer 
is  a  member  of  the  PC  board  of  trustees.  President  Marc  C. 
Weersing  and  Librarian  Lennart  Pearson  also  participated 
in  this  program,  as  they  did  in  the  Dillard-Elliott  dedication. 

The  Wilson  Learning  Center  occupies  the  ground  floor 
of  the  Thomason  Library.  It  houses  more  than  8,000  items 
of  curricula  material  and  modern  teaching  devices  used  in 
secondary  and  elementary  schools,  in  special  education  and 
in  Christian  education.  The  facility  includes  three  segments: 
1  —  the  teaching  resources  room  which  doubles  as  a  work 
area  and  a  classroom  for  50  students;  2  —  an  audio-visuals 
area  with  carrels  wired  for  individual  listening  and  viewing; 
and  3  —  a  multi-purpose,  stereo-equipped  auditorium  with 
projection  booth  and  flexible  seating  for  up  to  90. 

Few  individuals  have  had  a  more  intimate  identity  with 
Presbyterian  College  than  Gene  Wilson.  He  expressed  it 
with  affection  in  his  response  at  the  dedication,  reminiscing 
of  undergraduate  days  in  the  very  small  student  body  of  the 
early  'Twenties',  of  continued  close  affiliation  as  a  minister 
in  two  supporting  synods,  and  of  service  in  alumni  activities 
and  as  a  trustee.  He  has  answered  every  PC  call  for  assistance 
on  every  front. 

A  native  of  Westminster,  S.  C,  Wilson  earned  his  BD 
degree  from  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  and  has  an 
honorary  doctor  of  divinity  from  PC.  He  served  pastorates 
in  Asheville,  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  and  Walhalla,  S.  C,  before 
going  to  the  struggling,  bankrupt  Peachtree  Church  in  1936. 
By  the  time  of  his  retirement,  that  church  had  become  one 
of  the  South's  largest  and  most  outstanding  congregations.

Historic  Dillard-EUiott  Room 
Amid  the  South  Caroliniana 


Old  family  traditions  deeply  rooted  in  the  history  of 
Presbyterian  College  were  remembered  in  the  April  27 
dedication  of  the  Dillard-Elliott  Room  in  PC's  new  James 
H.  Thomason  Library. 

The  strikingly  simple  occasion  served  to  memorialize 
two  distinguished  South  Carolinians,  Dr.  James  Henry  Dil- 
lard  of  early  Laurens  County  and  Columbia  attorney  and 
law  professor  Charles  Bell  Elliott  —  grandfather  and  late 
husband  of  Mrs.  Irene  Dillard  Elliott.  In  addition  to  furn- 
ishing the  room  with  valued  family  antiques,  she  has  endowed 
the  Dillard-Elliott  Scholarships  in  memory  of  these  men. 

Family  members  and  close  friends  joined  the  college  and 
local  community  for  the  dedication  service.  They  crowded 
the  library's  third  floor,  where  the  historically  appointed 
Dillard-Elliott  Room  is  situated  amid  the  collection  of  South 
Caroliniana.  Mrs.  Elliott  spoke  briefly  of  family  ties  and  of 
the  accomplishments  of  the  men  being  honored  as  she  pre- 
sented to  the  College  a  room  "filled  with  a  few  heirlooms 
that  have  survived  flame  and  time,  filled  with  a  love  that 
passeth  understanding,  filled  with  the  spirit  of  all  those 
Dillards,  Hunters,  Jacobses,  Thornwells,  Elliotts  which  per- 
vades its  sacred  atmosphere." 

The  furnishings  include  oriental  rugs,  a  secretary,  desk, 
sofas,  tables,  chairs,  silver  tea  service,  and  four  portraits 
dating  back  to  1 840  and  included  in  the  Catalog  of  American 
Portraits  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Dr.  James  Henry  Dillard  (1807-1859),  son  of  Revolu- 
tionary War  hero  Captain  James  Dillard,  was  one  of  the 


first  trained  medical  doctors  in  the  South  Carolina  up- 
country.  A  typical  "country  doctor"  of  unusual  ability  and 
large  practice,  he  was  said  to  have  literally  worked  himself 
to  death  at  age  52  ministering  to  the  needs  of  many  settlers 
over  a  wide  area.  He  also  tutored  a  number  of  men  who 
"read  medicine"  under  him.  A  daughter  of  Dr.  Dillard  (Mary 
Jane)  married  the  Rev.  William  P.  Jacobs,  who  founded 
Presbyterian  College  and  Thornwell  Orphanage,  and  their 
grandson,  William  P.  Jacobs  II,  served  as  president  of  PC 
(1935-45).  A  son  of  Dr.  Dillard,  James  Park  Dillard,  was 
the  father  of  eight  children,  including  Mrs.  Mary  Dillard 
Sturgeon  '10,  now  of  Columbia,  and  Mrs.  Elliott. 

Charles  Bell  Elliott  (1885-1970),  reared  in  Mecklen- 
burg County,  N.  C,  and  educated  in  South  Carolina,  was 
an  esteemed  member  of  the  state  bar  and  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  law  school  faculty  for  many  years.  Widely 
recognized  for  his  scholarship  through  lectures,  writings 
and  opinions,  he  was  a  member  of  the  American  Law  In- 
stitute and  helped  rewrite  Property  Law  for  the  American 
Bar  Association.  Until  his  death  at  age  84,  "Mr.  Charlie" 
was  consulted  by  his  law  students  long  after  his  retirement 
and  their  graduation  from  the  classroom. 

A  native  of  Clinton,  Mrs.  Elliott  attended  PC  in  the 
Class  of  1910  before  going  on  to  earn  her  undergraduate 
degree  at  Randolph  Macon  Woman's  College  and  her  PhD 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  She  was  the  first  dean 
of  women  and  an  English  professor  at  the  University  of 
South  Carolina.

Miss  Marian  Burts  Closes  Book 
On  30  Years  in  the  PC  Library 


Emerita  certificate  from  the  president. 

Thirty  years  of  service  to  Presby- 
terian College  ended  in  May  with  the 
retirement  of  Marian  A.  Burts  from 
the  library  staff. 

As  librarian  emerita  by  designation 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  she  received 
from  President  Weei  sing  at  Commence- 
ment a  special  plaque  conveying  the 
deep  appreciation  of  the  board  and  her 
colleagues  for  the  years  of  devoted 
service. 

Miss  Burts  first  came  to  PC  as  head 
librarian  in  1945.  She  helped  to  ac- 
commodate the  influx  of  veterans  that 
poured  back  to  the  campus  after  World 
War  II,  and  she  directed  the  library 
through  a  period  of  steady  growth. 
After  serving  industriously  as  head 
librarian  until  1968,  she  became  peri- 
odicals librarian  for  the  last  seven  years 
on  the  staff. 

Upon  her  retirement,  Librarian  Len- 
nart  Pearson  praised  her  expertise  in 
the  field  and  her  fine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion in  the  total  program  of  the  library. 
It  was  appropriate  that  she  could  spend 
her  last  year  at  PC  in  the  new  James  H. 
Thomason  Library. 

Miss  Burts  earned  her  BA  degree 
from  Greenville  Women's  College,  prior 
to  its  merger  with  Furman  Univer- 
sity. She  also  holds  an  MA  from  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  and  a 
library  of  science  degree  from  Peabody 
College. 

Junior  Fellows  Take 
Summer  Work  Here 

Seventy-nine  PC  Junior  Fellows  are 
among  the  total  362  students  who  en- 


rolled in  the  two  sessions  of  the  1974 
summer  school. 

This  number  of  Junior  Fellows  rep- 
resents the  largest  number  of  these 
selected  rising  high  school  seniors  yet 
to  attend  the  Summer  Honors  program 
to  earn  advanced  college  credit. 

The  records  show  222  students  (54 
of  these  Junior  Fellows)  registered  for 
the  first  term  and  140  students  (25  JFs) 
attending  second  term. 

The  PC  Junior  Fellow  program,  in- 
augurated by  the  Alumni  Association 
in  1970,  recognizes  with  certificates  and 
scholarship  opportunities  the  top  two 
young  men  and  young  women  aca- 
demically in  the  junior  class  of  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia  high  schools. 
They  also  are  invited  to  participate  in 
the  Summer  Honors  program. 


Grant  for  PC-Whitten  Village 
Co-op  Project  on  Adjustment 

A  $17,135  Federal  grant  underwrites 
a  "pilot"  cooperative  program  between 
Presbyterian  and  Whitten  Village  de- 
signed to  provide  individually  guided 
adjustment  to  community  living  for 
mentally  retarded  adults  ready  to  go 
back  into  society. 

An  added  $18,643  credited  for  use 
of  facilities  and  staff  of  the  two  in- 
stitutions brings  the  project  total  to 
$35,778. 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Hill,  PC  associate 
professor  of  special  education,  is  co- 
director  of  the  program,  along  with 
two  Whitten  Village  staff  members.  He 
said  1 7  PC  students  are  being  employed 
on  a  part-time  basis  to  serve  as  tutors. 
They  will  work  with  from  20  to  30 


institutionalized  young  adults  who  are 
ready  to  return  to  their  local  communi- 
ties but  who  need  help  in  adjusting  to 
the  everyday  demands  they  will  face 
in  society.  The  program  extends  from 
this  summer  through  next  May. 

This  is  the  second  cooperative  "pilot" 
project  conducted  by  PC  and  Whitten 
Village  under  Federal  funding.  Four 
years  ago,  the  two  institutions  joined  to 
develop  a  paraprofessional  training 
program  in  the  management  of  the 
mentally  retarded.  The  resulting  pub- 
lished manual  received  national  dis- 
tribution. 

Black  Pre-Med  Student 

In  Harvard  Summer  Program 

One  of  PC's  black  pre-medical  stu- 
dents studies  this  summer  on  a  highly 
selective  all-expenses  grant  at  Harvard 
University's  seventh  annual  Health  Ca- 
reers Summer  Program. 

J.  Curtis  Wilson  of  Laurens  attends 
the  June  30  -  August  22  program  de- 
signed "to  increase  the  pool  of  minority 
and  disadvantaged  applicants  to  pro- 
fessional health  schools."  A  rising 
senior  chemistry  major,  he  was  one  of 
150  topflight  students  chosen  from 
among  2,000  applications. 

Wilson  will  earn  eight  hours  of  credit 
for  the  seven-week  session  which  com- 
bines intensive  academic  offerings  with 
a  variety  of  experiences  in  hospitals, 
clinics  and  laboratories  at  Harvard  and 
in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area.  The 
grant  covers  all  academic  and  living 
costs  as  well  as  round-trip  travel  ex- 
penses. 

Dickenson  Joins  Development 

James  F.  Dickenson,  executive  co- 
ordinator and  treasurer  of  the  Presby- 
terian Synod  of  the  Southeast  for  the 
past  two  years,  has  joined  the  PC  staff 
as  assistant  director  of  development. 

He  brings  with  him  a  background  of 
close  association  with  South  Carolina

and  Georgia  churches  composing  the 
Synod  with  which  PC  is  affiliated. 

Jim  Dickenson  served  as  minister  of 
the  Athens  (Ga.)  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  for  nine  years  (1964-73)  before 
becoming  synod  coordinator.  Prior  to 
that,  he  held  pastorates  of  the  Dillon 
(SC)  First  Church  from  1959  to  1964 
and  the  Fairmont  (NC)  First  Church 
1955-59.  A  native  of  Harlan,  Ky.,  and 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Kentucky, 
he  earned  his  divinity  degree  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Vir- 
ginia. 

Dickenson  was  elected  moderator  in 
each  of  the  three  presbyteries  in  which 
he  served  as  a  minister,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  old  Georgia  Synod 
Council.  When  Presbyterians  of  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia  combined  into 
the  Synod  of  the  Southeast  in  1973,  he 
was  chosen  to  head  the  Synod  office 
with  the  combined  responsibilities  of 
executive  coordinator,  treasurer  and 
stated  clerk.  He  is  married  and  has  a 
son  and  daughter. 

Gatewood  in  as  Chaplain 

The  Rev.  Arthur  S.  Gatewood  is 
the  new  college  chaplain  and  director 
of  the  student  volunteer  services  pro- 
gram. 

He  comes  to  PC  from  Albemarle, 
N.  C,  where  he  has  served  as  associate 
minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  for  the  past  three  years.  A 
Wilmington,  Del.,  native  who  finished 
high  school  in  Falls  Church,  Va.,  Art 
Gatewood  received  his  undergraduate 
degree  from  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  and  his  master  of  divinity  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Vir- 
ginia. He  is  married  and  has  twin  sons. 

Gatewood  will  take  the  lead  in  the 
religious  activities  of  students  on  cam- 
pus and  will  have  responsibility  for 
maintaining  and  extending  the  success- 
ful program  of  community  services 
which  involves  about  one-third  of  the 
student  body  as  volunteers  each  year. 
He  succeeds  as  chaplain  the  Rev.  Tom 
Stallworth,  who  is  returning  full-time 
to  teaching  as  an  assistant  professor 
of  religion. 

Carter,  Huff  Present  Paper 

Chemistry  professors  Dr.  K.  Nolon 
Carter  and  Dr.  Randolph  B.  Huff  pre- 
sented a  paper  at  the  48th  annual 
meeting  of  the  South  Carolina  Acad- 
emy of  Science  last  March. 

Their  paper  described  the  effects 
of  impurities  on  a  theoretical  treatment 
of  data  from  solubility  experiments  on 


Jane  Holt 
Researches 
the  Birds 


Jane  Holt  is  for  the  birds! 

PC's  assistant  professor  of  biology 
received  the  twin  distinctions  during 
the  past  spring  semester  of  having  an- 
other of  her  articles  on  bird  populations 
published  and  receiving  a  grant  for 
researching  an  endangered  South  Caro- 
lina woodpecker. 

Her  work  on  bird  populations  of 
North  Carolina's  Highland  Plateau  ap- 
peared in  The  Wilson  Bulletin,  journal 
of  the  Wilson  Ornithological  Society. 
Based  on  research  underwritten  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation  and  the 
Highlands  Biological  Laboratory,  it 
analyzes  changes  in  the  kinds  and  num- 
bers of  birds  as  compared  with  vegeta- 
tion changes  which  occurred  during  the 
25-year  period,  1946-72.  The  work 
compared  present  breeding  bird  popu- 
lations of  a  shrubland,  an  intermediate 


hemlock-hardwood  and  a  virgin  hem- 
lock forest  with  earlier  studies. 

Miss  Holt's  latest  research  grant  is 
for  $2,500  to  study  South  Carolina's  en- 
dangered Red-Cockaded  Woodpecker. 
The  one-year  grant  was  awarded  on  a 
competitive  basis  jointly  to  her  and  Dr. 
Paul  Ramsey,  a  biology  department 
colleague  of  the  past  year,  by  the  Belle 
W.  Baruch  Research  Institute  of  Clem- 
son  University.  Research  will  concen- 
trate on  food  habits  of  this  woodpecker 
in  Hobcaw  Forest  on  the  Baruch  Plan- 
tation near  Georgetown. 

PC  students  will  join  as  under- 
graduate research  participants,  and  the 
ecology  classes  will  share  in  the  investi- 
gation to  include  the  possible  impact 
of  the  Red-Cockaded  Woodpecker  on 
its  favorite  food,  the  dreaded  Southern 
Pine  Beetle. 


a  compound  with  unusual  properties 
synthesized  by  Dr.  Carter  and  one  of 
his  students  several  years  ago.  Subse- 
quent PC  chemistry  majors  have  done 
research  on  various  chemical  and  physi- 
cal properties  of  this  compound.  Three 
of  these  students  have  since  received 
their  PhD  degrees  in  chemistry. 

Yarborough  Publishes  Work 

Dr.  William  W.  Yarborough,  Jr., 
assistant  professor  of  physics,  had  an 
article  published  in  the  January  issue 
of  the  professional  journal,  The  Physics 
of  Fluids. 

Entided  "Current  Sheet  Observations 
in  a  Small  Theta  Pinch,"  the  article  is 
part  of  his  larger  research  project  into 
the  interactions  between  plasma  cur- 
rent sheets  and  pulsed,  magnetic  fields 
— an  understanding  of  which  is  neces- 
sary for  the  practical  use  of  nuclear 
fusion  as  an  alternate  power  source. 


Co-Author  of  Physics  Article 

William  K.  Jackson,  assistant  aca- 
demic dean  and  assistant  professor  of 
physics,  is  the  co-author  of  an  article 
appearing  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  Chemical  Physics. 

He  and  Charles  P.  Poole,  Jr.,  and 
Horacio  A.  Farach,  both  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina,  joined  in  the 
research  for  the  article  entitled  "Stand- 
ardization of  Convention  for  Zero  Field 
Splitting  Parameters." 

Strock  as  PE  Coordinator 

Robert  B.  Strock,  an  associate  coach 
and  PE  instructor  here  for  the  past  six 
years,  has  been  named  coordinator  of 
the  physical  education  program. 

He  succeeds  Larry  Burch,  who  con- 
tinues on  the  staff  as  basketball  coach 
and  instructor  in  physical  education.

Except  for  the  addition  of  furniture  and  storage  cabinets, 
final  work  on  the  $1.3  million  Ross  E.  Templeton  Physical 
Education  Center  drew  to  a  close  in  late  July  as  this  maga- 
zine went  to  press.  The  photograph  above  shows  the  spac- 
ious basketball  playing  area  with  seating  just  installed. 
Its  2,000  capacity  includes  six  rows  of  chair  seats  on  each 
side  in  front,  with  bleachers  behind — all  of  which  rolls 
back  to  provide  more  intramural  playing  room. 

Construction  also  has  just  been  completed  on  the  new  $1 
million  Mary  Erwin  Belk  Hall,  women's  dormitory  sched- 
uled for  dedication  at  the  opening  convocation  on  August 


26.   It  will  be  ready  to  receive  its  full  capacity  of  126  girls 
already  assigned  for  the  fall  semester. 

Over  on  the  west  plaza,  meanwhile,  campus  beauty 
returned  to  that  area  next  to  Bailey  Hall  with  the  removal 
of  the  fenced-in  trailer  facilities.  The  pictures  below  catch 
the  work  in  process,  with  most  of  the  fence  down  (left)  and 
then  the  scene  cleared  of  its  last  unit.  These  ten  units  pro- 
vided accommodations  for  40  women  over  the  past  four 
years  as  PC  planned  toward  its  new  girls'  dormitory.  And 
at  the  end,  the  trailers  were  bought  by  another  institution 
which  also  assumed  responsibility  for  hauling  them  away.

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Final  Whistle 
For  McMillian  and  Tiller 


Two  Great  PC  Sportsmen  Die  in  Span  of  Few  Weeks 


Lonnie  Sexton  McMillian  '21,  a  pillar  of  PC  athletics  for 
more  than  four  decades  and  a  memberof  the  South  Carolina 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame,  died  on  May  15,  1975,  at  a  Columbia 
hospital  after  a  long  illness.   He  was  81. 

McMillian's  long  association  began  in  1915  as  a  freshman 
from  Prescott,  Ark.,  when  he  played  on  PC's  first  inter- 
collegiate football  team.  Except  for  World  War  I  service,  he 
remained  involved  until  his  retirement  in  1959. 

As  a  student  here,  he  was  captain  of  the  football,  basket- 
ball and  track  teams  and  twice  earned  All-State  honors  in 
football.  He  joined  Walter  Johnson  in  the  PC  athletic  de- 
partment in  1923.  During  his  lengthy  career,  the  versatile 
Coach  Mac  headed  four  varsity  sports  at  one  time  or  the 
other  —  football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track  —  and  was 
widely  respected  in  each  field. 

His  biggest  contributions  were  in  track  and  football. 
Lonnie  Mac  coached  track  for  36  years  and  helped  to  found 
the  South  Carolina  Intercollegiate  Track  and  Field  Meet,  a 
spring  attraction  held  annually  on  the  PC  track  from  1925  to 
1958.  Five  times  his  teams  won  the  state  track  championship. 

After  18  years  as  freshman  football  coach  and  varsity 
assistant,  McMillian  became  head  coach  in  1941.  He  served 
here  through  the  1953  season,  a  time  when  PC  included  on 
its  schedule  such  gridiron  giants  as  Clemson,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Auburn  and  Florida.  His  teams  won  61,  lost  58  and 
tied  two.  A  recognized  innovator  in  football  circles,  Coach 
Mac  installed  the  T-formation  as  the  offense  for  his  1941 
team — thus  introducing  this  pro  system  into  the  Southeast. 
He  developed  six  Little  Ail-American  players  and  sent  out 
scores  of  young  men  to  coach  in  the  high  school  ranks. 

A  final  honor  came  to  Lonnie  S.  McMillian  last  year  when 
he  went  in  a  wheelchair  to  the  banquet  ceremonies  enshrining 
his  name  in  the  South  Carolina  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame.  In 
addition  to  wife  Emily,  his  survivors  include  son  Lonnie  S, 
McMillian,  Jr.  '50  and  daughter  Byrd  McMillian  Futhey  '46, 
Anne  McMillian  Jones  and  Martha  McMillian  Adams  '60. 


William  Floyd  (Billy)  Tiller  '55,  popular  associate  ath- 
letic director  and  assistant  football  coach,  died  on  June  17, 
1975,  in  a  Greenwood  hospital  after  being  under  treatment 
for  cancer  for  five  weeks.   He  was  42. 

Tiller  had  coached  at  PC  for  the  last  13  years — since 
joining  the  staff  under  the  late  Coach  Clyde  Ehrhardt  in  1962. 
Since  1963,  when  Cally  Gault  came  as  head  coach,  he  had 
been  the  defensive  line  specialist  and  a  major  factor  in  the 
outstanding  record  of  this  period.  The  Blue  Hose  defensive 
units  had  a  formidable  reputation  as  Tiller  developed  indi- 
vidual stars  from  often  green  potential  and  instilled  in  them 
the  spirit  to  win.  Gault  expressed  it  in  this  way: 

"He  was  always  a  winner.  His  favorite  expression  was 
'We  never  lost  a  game.  Time  just  ran  out  on  us.'  And  it  was 
a  shame  that  time  ran  out  on  him  in  the  midst  of  a  tremendous 
career  of  inspiring  young  people.  He  was  able  to  take  some 
folks  who  had  big  hearts  and  limited  ability  and  make  good 
football  players  out  of  them." 

Tiller  also  was  a  key  man  in  the  administration  of  the 
athletic  department.  He  was  chief  recruiter,  handled  equip- 
ment purchasing  and  worked  closely  with  ticket  sales  and  the 
Walter  Johnson  Club.  He  was  adviser  to  the  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Athletes. 

Wherever  he  went,  Billy  Tiller  was  an  ambassador  of 
goodwill  for  PC.  He  had  become  a  popular  after-dinner 
speaker,  in  demand  throughout  the  state  for  his  dry,  home- 
spun humor.  He  served  as  a  National  Guard  officer,  a 
Presbyterian  elder  and  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

A  native  of  Mayesville,  S.  C,  with  deep  PC  roots,  Tiller 
followed  his  father  here  and  was  a  Blue  Key  campus  leader 
during  student  days.  He  earned  his  BS  degree  in  1955.  He 
spent  two  years  on  active  Army  duty  and  coached  at  Sumter's 
Hillcrest  High  School  and  at  Manning  High  before  joining 
the  Blue  Hose  staff.

Retirement  for  a  World  Scholar 


Among  Biblical  scholars,  John  Bright  '28  stands  out  as  an 
international  authority  of  the  first  rank.  He  has  been 
receiving  special  attention  during  the  past  year,  because  of 
his  June  retirement  after  35  years  on  the  faculty  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia. 

This  Presbyterian  College  alumnus  is  considered  a  force- 
ful teacher  and  an  eloquent  preacher.  But  his  pen  has  written 
his  major  contribution.  Fellow  scholars,  evaluating  his  pub- 
lished work,  acknowledge  his  eminent  position  among  the 
world's  five  or  six  leading  authorities  on  the  Old  Testament. 

Dr.  Bright  caused  a  mild  sensation  in  religious  publishing 
in  1953  with  the  appearance  of  his  book  entitled  The  Kingdom 
of  God.  In  awarding  him  the  $7,500  Abingdon-Cokesbury 
Press  Award  for  distinguished  writing  in  the  broad  field  of 
evangelical  Christianity,  the  board  of  judges  said  the  book 
"has  no  parallel  in  present-day  religious  literature."  A  steady 
best-seller  in  the  religious  field,  this  book  is  described  as  "a 
history  of  the  biblical  concept  of  the  people  of  God."  Editions 
also  have  been  published  in  England,  France  and  Korea. 

His  monumental  A  History  of  Israel  appeared  in  1959 
and  immediately  became  a  standard  text  and  reference.  It 
has  been  translated  into  German,  French  and  Japanese.  This 
work  covers  the  history  of  ancient  Israel  from  the  early  de- 
velopment of  Near  Eastern  civilization  to  the  Exodus  and 
settlement,  the  rise  of  the  monarchy,  the  Maccabean  revolt 
and  the  goal  of  Israel's  history — with  particular  emphasis  on 
the  Israelite  religion.  Westminster  Press  two  years  ago 
brought  out  a  second  edition,  with  revisions  by  Dr.  Bright 
based  on  more  recent  archaeological  findings  and  historical 
scholarship. 

Another  book,  The  Authority  of  the  Old  Testament 
(1967),  is  a  compilation  of  lectures  given  to  the  Divinity 
School  of  Duke  University.  And  Dr.  Bright's  extensive  bibli- 
ography also  includes  contributions  to  The  Interpreter's 
Bible,  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  and  other  reference  works, 
numerous  articles  and  essays  in  religious  journals  in  five 
countries,  and  various  lectures  and  translations. 

John  Bright  came  from  Chattanooga  to  enter  Presbyterian 
College  as  a  freshman  in  1924.  Noted  for  his  linguistic  ability, 
he  was  a  member  of  the  highly  selective  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha 
academic  honor  society.  He  also  was  active  with  the  campus 
publications,  serving  as  assistant  editor  of  the  PaC  SaC  year- 
book, business  manager  of  The  Blue  Stocking  newspaper  and 
on  the  staff  of  The  Collegian  literary  magazine.  He  lettered 
in  track. 

After  receiving  his  BA  degree  from  Presbyterian  in  1928, 
he  earned  his  BD  with  honors  from  Union  Seminary  in  1931 
and  remained  at  Union  as  an  instructor  in  Hebrew  and  Greek 
until  1935.  He  acquired  his  ThM  there  (1933)  before  moving 
to  Johns  Hopkins  University  for  five  years  of  study  culminat- 
ing in  his  PhD.  During  this  latter  period,  he  was  twice  a 
member  of  archaeological  expeditions  to  Palestine,  and  he 
served  as  assistant  pastor  of  the  Durham  (NC)  First  Presby- 
terian Church  and  as  pastor  of  the  Catonsville  (Md.)  Church. 
This  period  also  found  him  marrying  the  former  Carrie  Lena 
McMullen  in  1938  (They  have  two  sons). 

Dr.  Bright  returned  to  Union  Seminary  in  1940  to  become 
professor  of  Hebrew  and  the  Interpretation  of  the  Old  Testa- 


ment. He  has  been  there  since 
that  time,  except  for  service  as  an 
Army  chaplain  with  combat  forces 
in  France,  Belgium  and  Germany 
during  World  War  II. 

Here,   in  the  seminary  class- 
room, two  generations  of  aspiring 

young  Presbyterian  ministers  have  sat  in  awe  of  his  scholar- 
ship and  been  challenged  by  his  words  —  particularly  those 
lectures  dealing  with  the  major  prophets. 

And  in  the  solitude  of  his  study,  John  Bright  has  produced 
the  body  of  works  for  which  he  is  most  noted.  An  unusual 
tribute  was  paid  him  last  April  when  the  quarterly  issue  of 
Interpretation,  Union  Seminary's  respected  journal  of  Bible 
and  theology,  devoted  its  entire  224-page  issue  to  "The 
History  of  Israel  and  Biblical  Faith  in  Honor  of  John  Bright." 
The  remainder  of  this  article  is  a  direct  quotation  from  a 
portion  of  the  introduction  to  that  issue: 

"The  editors  and  authors  have  planned  the  issue  as  a 
greeting  to  John  Bright  in  this  final  year  of  his  tenure  as 
Cyrus  W.  McCormick  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  the  Interpre- 
tation of  the  Old  Testament  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Virginia.  It  is  published  in  his  honor.  The  subject  was 
selected  because  of  its  intrinsic  importance  and  because  of 
its  appropriateness  as  a  comment  on  the  career  of  the  honoree. 

"The  dominant  literary  reality  of  the  Old  Testament  is 
the  'Primary  History.'  The  continuous  narrative  which  runs 
from  Genesis  through  the  Books  of  Kings  gives  the  central 
exposition  of  the  subject  of  the  Old  Testament  and  furnishes 
the  organizing  context  for  its  other  books.  There  are  two 
major  implications  of  this  fact. 

"First,  the  basic  significance  of  the  narrative  means  that 
historical  study  is  essential  to  the  investigation  of  the  Old 
Testament.  The  interpreter  of  the  Old  Testament  can  never 
surrender  his  responsibilities  as  a  historian  nor  ignore  the  way 
the  Old  Testament  calls  into  question  every  contemporary 
understanding  of  history.  Second,  the  basic  intention  of  the 
narrative  means  that  Old  Testament  study  must  serve  the 
continuing  history  of  the  people  of  God.  The  story  has  not 
been  shaped  and  told  merely  as  a  record,  but  as  a  revelation 
of  God's  way  with  the  people  who  are  the  subject  of  the  story. 
Only  that  study  of  the  Old  Testament  which  discerns  its 
meaning  for  the  ongoing  history  of  God's  people  does  the 
Old  Testament  justice. 

"John  Bright  has  recognized  both  implications  as  man- 
dates for  his  career  as  scholar  and  theologian.  His  persistent 
search  for  a  clear  and  true  vision  of  the  history  of  Israel  was 
always  a  pilgrimage  of  faith.  His  indefatigable  curiosity  about 
the  past  and  the  'way  it  was'  is  a  natural  gift.  His  confidence 
in  his  material  and  its  crucial  significance  rests  on  foundations 
for  his  life  that  were  laid  by  a  vocation  to  be  a  servant  in  all 
his  work.  The  intense  faithfulness  characteristic  of  all  his 
relationships  has  been  expressed  particularly  in  his  devotion 
to  the  material  he  studied  and  the  calling  he  received.  The 
inner  unity  of  history  and  faith,  the  focus  of  all  his  work,  was 
expounded  in  his  early  book,  The  Kingdom  of  God  (1953)  in 
which  the  biblical  narrative  was  read  simultaneously  as  history 
and  sermon  with  an  eloquence  and  intensity  unequalled  in  his 
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generation.  After  its  publication,  his  other  two  major  works 
appeared  in  measured  sequence,  each  dealing  with  one  dimen- 
sion of  the  unity.  In  A  History  of  Israel  (1959)  he  presented 
his  critical  reconstruction  of  Israel's  career  in  Old  Testament 
times.  His  modesty  and  integrity  kept  him  from  ever  naming 
it  'The  History  .  .  .  ,'  but  it  has  been  precisely  that  for  the 
many  who  have  found  their  way  into  the  subject  through  the 
use  of  the  book.  The  Authority  of  the  Old  Testament  (1967) 
turned  to  the  role  of  the  Old  Testament  as  Holy  Scripture 
and  asked  how  texts  which  could  serve  so  transparently  as 
historical  sources  could  and  should  also  serve  as  the  primary 


resources  of  faith.   Consistently,  the  values  and  logic  of  his 
hermeneutical  thought  were  unmistakably  historical. 

"To  name  the  three  books  known  to  the  widest  audience 
is  only  to  begin  a  list  of  his  contributions  to  biblical  studies. 
The  bibliography  included  in  this  issue  offers  a  fuller  account. 
Of  course,  a  bibliography  of  his  published  work  is  only  a 
partial  record  of  his  service.  The  stimulus  he  has  given  to 
graduate  and  undergraduate  students,  the  encouragement  and 
help  offered  to  colleagues,  the  substance  and  quality  he  has 
brought  to  the  discipline  of  biblical  studies — all  belong  to  the 
record  which  this  publication  recognizes  and  honors."

Award  Honors  James  Howard's  Electrographic  Art 

The  creative  work  of  James  F.  Howard  III  '69  received  its  most  recent  recognition 
in  May  when  the  Greenville  County  (SC)  Museum  of  Art  named  him  first  recipient  of 
the  museum's  ARETE  award  for  professional  excellence. 

Howard  organized  and  developed  the  electrographics  department  at  the  museum 
more  than  five  years  ago.

John  Sobey  Glover,  associate  professor  emeritus  of  mod- 
ern foreign  languages,  died  on  July  3 1  after  an  extended  fight 
against  cancer.  He  was  62  and  only  last  April  had  retired 
early  from  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  because  of  the 
illness. 

John  Glover  taught  here  for  28  years.  Long  considered 
one  of  PC's  most  effective  professors,  he  received  the  1970 
Distinguished  Service  Award  of  the  board  of  visitors  and  the 
1971  Distinguished  Teaching  Award  presented  by  the  Alumni 
Association.  In  addition  to  his  teaching,  he  assisted  the 
academic  dean  with  administrative  work  involving  class  sched- 
uling and  records.  He  also  served  as  secretary  of  the  faculty 
for  a  number  of  years. 

A  demanding  classroom  teacher  and  diligent  counselor, 
Glover  was  recognized  by  students  for  his  fairness  and  con- 
cern. The  1959  edition  of  the  PaC  SaC  was  dedicated  to  him 


Twenty  Years  of  Corporate  Support 

In  observing  its  20th  anniversary  some  months  ago,  the 
South  Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent  Colleges  reported 
a  total  of  almost  $6  million  raised  for  the  nine  member 
schools  since  1954.

The  response  from  the  private  sector  of  business 
to  the  private  sector  of  higher  education  in  South  Carolina 
has  been  a  crucial  element  in  preserving,  not  only  the  solvency 
of  the  member  colleges,  but  also  the  quality  of  their  service." 

The  SCFIC  success  story  —  under  the  leadership  of  J. 
Lacy  McLean  as  executive  director  and  his  board  of  business 
leaders — and  member  college  presidents — goes  from  a  total 
$47,400  secured  from  21  donors  in  1954  to  $525,785  from 
215  donors  in  1974.  PC  President  Marc  C.  Weersing  has 
served  as  Foundation  chairman  and  is  currently  on  the 
executive  committee.

Campus  Loses  Diligent 

Teacher  of  Long  Service 


in  these  words:  "In  appreciation  and  recognition  of  his  unob- 
trusive but  sincere  interest  in  the  individual,  his  varied  and 
interesting  background,  his  refreshing  and  lively  personality." 

John  Glover  was  born  in  Exeter,  England.  He  earned  his 
BA  and  MA  degrees  with  honors  in  both  spoken  French  and 
Spanish  at  Oxford  University  and  won  traveling  fellowships 
for  further  study  in  these  languages  in  France  and  Spain.  He 
joined  J.N.P.  Coats  Co.  in  1934  and  was  a  sales  representative 
with  this  giant  corporation  in  England,  Switzerland,  Canada 
and  Brazil  for  the  next  12  years. 

He  came  from  Brazil  to  Clinton  in  1947  to  join  the  PC 
faculty.  For  the  first  19  years  here,  Glover  directed  the 
Spanish  studies.  Then,  in  1965,  when  French,  German  and 
Spanish  were  placed  under  a  single  department,  he  assumed 
the  chairmanship  of  the  new  department  of  modern  foreign 
languages. 

An  active  churchman,  John  Glover  was  a  former  vestry- 
man, a  senior  warden  and  lay  reader  at  All  Saints  Episcopal 
Church  and  had  served  as  chairman  of  the  Laymen's  Organi- 
zation of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Upper  South  Carolina. 
Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former  Frances  Spratt  '37,  son 
John  N.  Glover  '67,  and  daughters  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Clark  '65, 
Mrs.  Jean  Clark,  '70  and  Mollie  Glover  (PC  junior). 


Death  Claims  Walter  Davis 
After  Commencement  Dedication 

Less  than  three  months  after  the  graduating  seniors  had 
dedicated  their  commencement  exercises  to  him,  Walter 
Powell  Davis  '75  died  at  his  Hollywood,  Fla.,  home  on  July 
28,  1975.  He  was  23. 

He  was  forced  to  drop  out  of  college  late  in  his  senior 
year  because  of  cancer,  and  his  BA  degree  in  fine  arts  was 
awarded  in  absentia  at  the  graduation  program  last  May  11. 
Active  in  campus  affairs  here,  Davis  was  president  of  Alpha 
Psi  Omega  drama  club,  participated  in  numerous  theatrical 
productions  of  the  PC  Players  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Student  Government  Association.  He  planned  to  enter  Co- 
lumbia Theological  Seminary  this  fall.

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BiU  Boyd  '46 

Alumnus  Heads  University  of  Oregon 

Dr.  William  B.  Boyd  '46  this  month  moved  his  executive  chair  from 
Central  Michigan  University  to  the  presidential  suite  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oregon. 

He  said  he  decided  to  accept  the  new  position  because  of  the  Uni- 
versity's distinction  as  a  "center  for  scholarship  and  research."  At  Oregon, 
he  presides  over  a  student  body  of  16,000  and  1,000  full-time  faculty 
members  to  the  extent  of  a  $50  million  annual  budget.  Central  Michigan, 
which  he  had  headed  since  1968,  is  only  slightly  smaller  in  teaching  14,500 
students  with  some  700  faculty  members. 

Dr.  Boyd  is  the  youngest  man  to  take  the  top  post  at  the  University 
of  Oregon  in  the  past  20  years.  He  was  51  at  the  time  of  his  appointment 
several  months  ago. 

A  native  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  S.  C,  Bill  Boyd  studied  at  PC  in  1940-43, 
left  for  three  years  of  Navy  service  in  World  War  II,  and  then  returned 
for  his  BA  degree  in  1946.  He  received  his  MA  at  Emory  University, 
re-entered  the  Navy  1951-53,  and  then  earned  his  PhD  in  modern  Euro- 
pean history  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

After  five  years  on  the  faculty  of  Michigan  State  University,  he  be- 
came dean  of  Alma  College  (Mich.)  in  1958 — a  position  he  held  for  seven 
years.  A  one-year  tenure  as  director  of  the  honors  program  at  Ohio  State 
University  was  followed  by  two  years  (1966-68)  as  vice-chancellor  for 
student  affairs  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley.  It  was  from  this 
point  that  he  moved  into  the  presidency  of  Central  Michigan. 

Boyd  has  returned  to  the  PC  campus  twice  as  a  speaker  in  recent 
years:  in  1968  as  the  distinguished  alumni  lecturer  and  in  1973  for  the 
Commencement  address,  at  which  time  he  received  an  honorary  degree. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Louise  Philson,  and  they  have  two  daughters.
